wolves. There is not one 
word cf truth in this statement.” 

“The Liberals made {t perfectly 
clear at the last session that tney 
did not think that the Debt Adjust- 
ment Act went far enough. We stated 
that it should apply to all debtors 
in the province who are making an 


honest effort to meet their obliga- 


litical faith have large numbers of 
people ‘who are hopelessly. in debt. 
Do. not these supporters of the U.F. 
A., realize that the protection and 
reduction of debts should apply to 
every deserving debtor, whether he 
be a iarmer, merchant or a mechan- 
ic? The sooner our people realize 
that the benetits of legisiamon of 
this kind should apply to ail classes 
and all industries, tne sooner we will 
be on a footing to make progress. 
The sooner those people who say 
they are afraid that we might be 
“thrown to the wolves” realize that 
the Provincial Liberal Party is pre- 
pared to go farther than Brownlee 
Government, the better it will be for 
all of our people.

World War Changed Everything _ 


An article appearing in the daily papers quite recently told of a pro- 
fessor at Harvard University who had compiled a “table of wars,” showing 
that there have been no fewer than 902 major wars since the year 500 
B.C., and drawing attention to the fact that the World War, 1914-1918, 
was eight times “greater” than all the other major wars since 500 B.C. 
rolled into one. Stated another way this means that the four years of war, 
1914-1918, was eight times greater than all the major wars combined in 
the preceding 2,400 years of the world’s history. . 

If this calculation is even approximately correct it should help us to 
more fully appreciate the truth and force of the statement so frequently 
made that the financial and economic difficulties of the nations today had 
their origin in the World War, and that our troubleg are not the result 
of the breakdown of the existing system because of the unsoundness or 
inherent weakness of that system, but that the cause is to be found in the 
destruction of 1914-1918 and in the new conditions and circumstances re- 
sulting from that colossal struggle. 

To the World War, and the need and emergencies of that terrible con- 
test, can be directly traced the speeding up of invention, the improvement 
of machines, and the urge to mass production, to which some peop'e attri- 
bute much of the existing unemployment,—men replaced by machines. To 
the World War, also, can be directly traced the bringing of tens of millions 
of acres into production of various foods and other products then.in great 
demand, and to the uneconomic and more or less artificial. production of 
certain produtts in countries which prior to the war did not attempt to 
raise these things but imported them from other countri¢s whére their pro- 
duction was & natural, process. ; 

The World War, too, is directly responsible for the development of 
that spirit of narrow nationalism which has infected all nations, a narrow 
nationalism political in character but which hag been developed along eco- 
nomic lines in order to promote and strengthen political nationalism. It is 
not necessarily the system under which the economical life of the world 


grew so amazingly and prospered so greatly in the last half of the 19th | 


and first decade of the 20th centuries that is at fault; rather, it has broken 
down because of an outside force, the World War, which prevented that 
economic system from functioning for the welfare of mankind, and threw 
it completely out of gear. . 

- That is to say, no matter what system had prevailed in 1914-1918 it 
could not have withstood the impact and upheaval of the World Wer and 
continued to function. Had any of the various new systems now being ad- 
vocated for adoption to supersede the system which came down from the 
last century been the prevailing system in 1914 it, too, would have been 
shattered and the present outcry would be raised against it. 

It is the World War that has changed everything, and that change must 
be met. It cannot be met in a single year, nor by the adoption of any one 
new system, whether it be political, economic, or social. The needed 
changes cannot be best and most quickly brought about by destroying exist- 
ing foundations which inevitably would mean great loss and suffering, and 
more particularly so to those who even now are the chief victims of the 
depression. Rather there muct be a multiplicity of changes, some small 
and seemingly insignificant, others large and outstanding, but all inter- 
locked and having @ bearing on each other and upon the whole. 

The nations of the world now recognize the failure of narrow national- 
ism, both political and economic. They are all suffering from it, but they 
have not yet agreed upon a formula.for its removal. Recognizing the dis- 
ease, they are not yet prepared to apply a universal cure. Consequently, 
we find the nations as separate units devoting their energies to a solution 
of their own problems and difficulties regardless of the effect which their 
actions and policies may have upon other nations. On the face of it, this 
is but a continuance of extreme narrow nationalism, but the almost certain 
outcome must be a still more acute realization that the nations cannot 
live unto themselves alone but must come together, and work together 
for their mutual advantage if they_are not all to crash together. 

Narrow nationalism, born of war, can only end in war. And the next 
World War,—if it comes,—-will far exceed in its magnitude and disastrous 
results to civilization even the great conflict of 1914-1918, tremendous in its 
repercussions as it has proven to be.

He died on March 27, 
1789,a bachelor. , 

After an honored career of 111 
years the old Gazette was merged. in- 
to the Quebec Morning Chronicle and 
its founder has gone forgotten, t.ll 
lately a resident of Quebec city came 
across an item in an old edition of 
the ‘paper which gave the full story 
of the “Caxton of Canada.” A move- 
ment is now under way to raise funds 
to institute an archaeological and bib- 
liographical exhib:tion by the Quebec 
Literary and Historical Society of 
Laval University, thus bringing be- 
lated recognition to this great pion- 
eer. 


A Remarkable Invention 


Ray Demonstrated In London, Eng- 
land, Does Many Wonderful 
Things 

One of the most remarkable inven- 
tions of the age has been secretly 

moristrated in London, Eng. It ‘is 
a‘tay that will make flower-buds 
grow into flowers in a few minutes; 
take night photographs of objects 
several hundred yards distant; pene- 
trate the densest fog, and cure a4 
number of tomplaints. 

The ray upon which its inventor, 
Mr. A. E. W. Batchelor, has been 
working for the past ten years, is 
causing tremendous interest in many 
British industries, particularly: those 
connected with horticulture. A demon- 
stration at the nurseries of a leading 
firm of seedsmen recently produced 
astonishing results. A pot of crocus 
bulbs which had not even begun to 
show signs of flower buds, and which 
normally would have taken several 
days to bloom, were placed in the 
radius of the ray, Within ten min- 
utes their petals had appearéd and 
spread themselves. 

“It is possible, materially, to in- 
crease the yields of all crops,” Mr. 


| Batchelor said. “Clover, clover hay, 
| ceréals, roots and sugar beet can all 


be improved both as regards yields 
and food value. The maturing pro- 
perties of the ray are shortly to be 
extended to fruit and vegetables so 
that strawberries and fresh garden 
peas and beans out of season are all 
within the realms of possibility.’ 

One of the remarkable features of 
the ray is the ease with which it is 
claimed it penetrates darkness and 
the densest fog, clearly revealing ob- 
jects at several hundred yards d's- 
tant.

The liquid 
position ig eminently satisfactory. /.s 
you would expect, the restricted de- 
mand for commercial loans, and the 
resultant increase ‘in our holdings of 
less remunerative assets in the form 
of Dominion.and Provincial Govern- 
ment securities, has combined with 
other factors to reduce profits. In 
April last, the dividend wag reduced 
from 10 per cent. to 8 per cent., and 
the last three quarterly dividends 
have been paid at that rate. The im- 
provement which has taken place in 
business during the last six months, 
has already had a beneficial effect on 
earnings. 

Referring to the situation in Can- 
ada, the President said: “I am glad 
to say that since we last met there 
has been a distinct improvement in 
Canadian business. I have had the 
opportunity of seeing this country 
recover from depressions on various 
occasions during the last fifty years 
and the present movement appears to 
be taking place along the accustomed 
lines. As soon as world trade com- 
mences to revive there is an im- 
proved demand for Canadign raw ma- 


substantially, surplus inventories dis- 


appear and greater activity in the 
principal exporting industries pro- 
vides additional employment with 4 
consequent improvement in purchas- 
ing power and domestic trade. This 
has been the sequence of events in 
Canada during the last six months.” 


The Railway Situation, 

Dealing with the situation of the 
Government railways, Sir Herbert ex- 
pressed the opinion that the time for 
half measures had passed and that 
bold and courageous action was re- 
quired. He felt that the views «x- 
pressed at the last Annual Meeting 
that enforced co-operation ‘between 
the two railway systems would not 
be a satisfactory remedy had been 
confirmed by: the exper'ence of the 
past year and is still of the opinion 
that the maximum of economy can 
only. be obtained by some form of 
administrative amalgamation. 

The President made a strong de- 
mand for a reduction of Government- 
al debts and pointed out that the cost 
of maintaining too numerous govern- 
ments, Federal, Provincial and Muni- 
cipal, was becoming unbearable. He 
said: “Greater activity in business 
will reduce unemployment, produce 
increased revenues, and a reduction 
in disbursements for public relief. 
Advantage should be taken of these 
developments to reduce debts rather 
than increase expenditures.’ 


- Conditions In Other Countries. 

In referring to conditions in other 
countries he expressed the view that 
the low point in the depression for 
most of the world was reached in the 
latter part of 1932, and since that 
time there has been a general in- 
crease in international trade. Refer- 
ence to the United States was made 
as follows:—‘“While business in the 
United States commenced to improve 
about the middle of 1932 it later suf- 
fered a relapse due to their banking 
difficulties and the hesitation and un- 
certainty which precede a change of 
administration. Since last March 
quite material progress has been

no reason why it cannot be achieved 
in due course.” ‘ 

In closing Sir Herbert Holt said: 
“At our last Annual Meeting I ex- 
pressed the feeling that indications 
pointed to .the initiation of a substan- 
tial recovery in 1933. This year it is 
possible to go one step farther and to 
venture the opinion that we are now 
definitely on the up-grade. If we 
deal intelligently with the main prob- 
lems that confront us we can expect 
within measurable time a return of 
general prosperity.” 

General Manager’s Address. 

Mr. M. W. Wilson, Vice-President 
and General Manager, in referring to 
the position of the bank pointed out 
that liquid assets totalled $362,471,- 
000, and were equal to 55.76% of 
public liabilities, compared with 
52.86% of the previous year. A not- 
able feature is that 24.26% of such 
liabilities is represented by cash and 
cash balances aggregating $157,699,- 
000. He mentioned the further inter- 
esting fact that in Canada current 
deposits increased about $17,000,000 
during the year and savings deposits 


. were higher by $2,000,000. 


In discussing. the proposed central 
bank he recalled the hope which he 
expressed at the last Annual Meeting 
that the Government would see fit to 
have the project examined by a body 
of experts and said: “The Royal 
Commission on Banking and Currency 
which was constituted last summer 
could not have been better chosen. . 
Under the Chairmanship of Lord 
Macmillan their sittings in all parts 
of the country were notable for the 
freedom with which all possible evi- 
dence was received and for the pa- 
tience and tact displayed in dealin. 
with the material submitted. While 
I do not agree with the Report in its 
entirety I believe that a properly con- 
stituted Central Bank can be develop- 
ed as a useful adjunct to our bank- 
ing system.” ‘ 

Note Issuc. 


Mr. Wilson expressed the strong 
opinion that the recommendations in 
the Report with respect to the grad- 
ual withdrawal of the note-issuing 
privileges of the Chartered Banks 
did not appear to be in the public 
interest. Retention of these privileges 
would not hamper the Central Bank 
in its efforts to control credit. (n 
this connection he quoted an editorial 
which appeared in the London Econ- 
omist. to the effect that the Central 
Bank would not be in the least weak- 
ened by allowing the Chartered 
Banks to retain their present issues 
under the present restrictions. Mr. 
Wilson went on to say: “I think, 
therefore, that we should view the 
elimination of bank note issues not as 
a step which must inevitably accom- 
pany the creation of a central bank 
but as a separate matter entirely. 
The real question is whether the Gov- 
ernment desire to have banking ser- 
vice maintained at many small points 
throughout the country or to appro- 
priate the revenue of note issues for 
themselves. I believe that the gain 
to the Government would not offset 
the loss to the* public through cur- 
tailment of banking facilities. Un- 
questionably there are many places 
which could no longer support a 
branch bank if note issuing privileges 
were to be withdrawn. The operation 
of @ number of small branches at a 
bare margin of profit is characteristic 
of banking in this country. We have 
a system which in many of its aspects 
is native to the Dominion and prud- 
ence should prompt us to be very 
cautious in advocating fundamental 
changes.” 

In conclusion Mr. Wilson said: “At 
our last Annual Meeting I ventured 
to suggest that the prospect of fur- 
ther improvement in the coming year . 
was very much more hopeful than it 
was the previous year. That predic- 
tion -hag been borne out by subsequent 
developments. For the first time in 
years an attitude of quiet but confi- 
dent optimism is in évidence almost 
everywhere. Many problems still have 
to be solved but I have full confidence 
in the ability of Canada to share in 
the continued improvement in eco- 
nomic conditions which I believe lies

Earthquake Takes Heavy Toll 


Report From India States 2,000 Killed 
In Disaster 

Calcutta.—Reports of damage and 
loss of life far beyond orizinal esti- 
mates flowed into Calcutta from ell 
parts of India shaken in violent 
earthquakes on Jonuary 15. These 
unconfirmed reports indicated on esti- 
mate of 2,000 dead would not be ex- 
cessive. , 

Known. dead stood at 1,122 as of- 
ficials awaited further wori from 
stricken areas, particularly Muzaf- 
farpur, Jamalpur,, Patna, BezwaJas 
and Bankura. 

Hundreds were reported killed in 
Muzaffarpur. Despatches said the 
streets were littered with corpses. 

Relief was being speeded to cities 
which suffered most heavily from 
the quake. Tents and _ provisions 
were despatched to Jamalpur where 
33 were killed and 130 buildings de- 
stroyed. The populace in the Patna 
district, fearing further shocks, was 
living in the open. In that region 56 
were killed. Mild shocks continued 
but were nothing in comparison to 
the first one which rocked all Ind:a.

Shows Great Improvement 


Bureau Of Statistics Issues Annual 
Review Of Employment 

Ottawa. — Reflecting a steady 
march of workers back into gainful 
employment after long or short 
periods of idleness, the Dominion 
bureau of statistics hag issued its 
annual review of employment cover- 
ing 1933. A distinct upwurd trend, 
starting about April 1, is shown in 
the figures which are based on the 
payroll reports of some 8,140 employ- 
ers. . 

In all, 146,900 people were addej 
to the number of wage-earners in 
Canada by these firms from April 1 
to Dec. 1. During that period the in- 
dex number. of employment (based 
on 1926 at 100) jumped 15.8 points 
or 20.8 per cent from yeer’s low of 
76.0 to 91.8. 

Payrolls were increased in the 
prairie provinces by 13,600: and in 
British Columbia by 13,900.

EXPLAIN PLAN 
FOR A PRODUCE 


MARKETING ACT 


Moose Jaw. — Strong delezat'ons 


from producer organizations in all 
four western provinces combined to 
make the annual meeting of tae 
Western Canadian Livestock: Un.on 
the most representative of recent 
years. The Manitoba delegation was 
headed by Hon. D. MacKenzie, m ni- 
ster of agriculture, and the Al<erta 
delegation by H. A. Craig, deputy 
minister of agriculture. 

R. H. Milliken, K.C., Regina, rec- 
retary of national marketing organs 
izations: now asking for Dominion 
legislation for. an agricultural pro- 
ducts marketing act, explained the 
basis of their demands. The Dominion 
government is being asked to provide 
legislation: which will enable -provin- 
cial legislation to be passed upon 
request of an organ:zed marketing 
organization, giving such an organ- 
ization the right to deduct money 
from produce handled and sold with 
which to carry on the business of the 
association, and the right to pre- 
vent exports from the province 
through other trade channels. The 
right to prevent imports into prov- 
inces is also being asked, but regu- 
lations here would lie with the 1o- 
minion government. 

Mr. Milliken explained that these 
requests were distinct from the de- 
mands of the wheat pools, which 
were asking for an export board to 
last for the term of the world wheat 
agreement. 

He explained that if the Dom'‘nion 
government granted the marketing 
act, no provincial act.could come in 
force in the province requiring that 
all producers must market any given 
commodity 100 per cent. co-opera- 
tively, unlesg @ large majority of the 
producers of that commodity showed 
by vote that they were in favor of 
such legislation. 

Dean A. M. Shaw discussed alter- 
natives for market ng grain, the nec- 
essity for which is apparent because 
of the wheat agreement. tie snowed 
| that climate was the decit'n” factor 
j in production, and that huge areas 
of the west. were adapctab.e io prow 
nothing else but grain econ smically. 

“I am inclined,” said Dean Shaw, 
“to the belief that the ultimate solu- 
tion lies, not in restrict've measures 
applied to grain production, but 
rather in the direction of a change 
in our methods of production and 
market:ng i1 order that a great 
diversity of agricultural products 
suitable for export may be de- 
veloped.”

Ae SRP it eT New Economic Findings On 


Put Onauvs Low Price 


t 


Montreal,—A_  sstatistical surprise 
of major importance is discussed by 
the Royal bank in its monthly letter. 
It is a direct bearing on the nature 
and cause of the present world de- 
pression and contains also a moral 
for the bankers of the world. 

Recently Carl Snyder, economist of 
the federal reserve bank of New 
York, collected the results of ten 
years’ intensive work on world pro- 
duction, bank credit and prices over 
the greater part of the past century. 
It is these results that are dealt with 
in the bank letter. As it ‘points out, 
they have the importance of giving 
the most thorough study of ‘these 
subjects yet achieved. It points out, 
also, that the results have been 
somewhat unexpected. They are 
presented in a series of charts. 

Of late years economic thought 
has been very muck concentrated on 
the “business cycle” with all its my- 
steries and perplexities. There has 
been a general impression that the 
world supply of goods swung up and 
down across the level of world re- 
quirements, creating alternate good 
times and bad. Lately, too, ' there 
has been a widespread conviction that 
the economic trouble by producing 
more goods than it can consume. 

Production Is Steady 

Neither of these conditions is re- 
vealed in Mr, Snyder’s charts. His 
research shows that the world out- 
put of wheat, wool, coal, sugar, ‘cot- 
ton, corn, and the basic metals for 
the past 75 or 100 years has _ been 
amazingly steady, aside from the 
period of the great war and that at 
no time, except at the close of the 
war and now, did they all shrink to. 
gether. In other words, the business 
cycle is evidently not a matter of 
production at all, but only of profits 
and price. Furthermore, the supos- 
ed “over-production” of the past 
war period ig not revealed except 
perhaps in the case of copper, iron 
and zine, 

World prodyction as a whole had 
risen very steadily at an average 
rate of three per cent a year, for 
Yhany years ré the’ war, It drdp. 
ped during the war period, but short- 
ly afterwards regumed its annual in- 
crease at the same rate ag before. In 
no one year has total world produc. 
tion decreased more than four per 
cent. A separate study indicates 
that such fluctuations as have  oc- 
curred are due almost entirely to 
fluctuation in the output of foods 
and tobacco, that is, the branches of 
production that are subject to wea- 
ther conditions, : 

If, aside from its crops and herds 
the world sets such a steady pace in 
production, and if this pace. had not 
been sharply accelerated of recent 
years, where must one look for the 
causeg of depression? The Snyder 
charts, covering the United States 
conditions since 1885 suggest a very 
definite answer. 

Linked With Bank Policy 

They take the actual volume of 
outstanding bank credit over these 
45 years and compare it from month 
to month with the current volume of 
trade, This comparison showy that 
over the years bank credit has not 
been closely adjusted to the needs of 
business, but has fluctuated widely 
in relation to them. It has some 
time been much greater than was re- 
quired by the current volume or 
business, and at other times consider- 
ably smaller, And when a curve 
showing the measure of these fluc- 
tuations. is laid over another curve 
indicating the rise and fall of gener. 
al price level, the two correspond 
almost exactly, ; 

It is quite apparent that for 45 
years the price Jeyel in the United 
States has been very closely related 
to bank policy, When the bankers 
were giving credit freely prices 
rose; when credit shrank prices fell. 
Since either a rise or fall in prices 


* is invitably disturbing to business, 


there is abundant food for thought 
here as to the need for a higher type 
of prudence and a more courageous 
intelligence in the quarters where 
bank policy is determined. 

Naturally, bank policy ténds al- 
ways to follow the trend of the 
times. At a time of rising prices and 
business’ expansion, banks feel safe 
in expanding credit. When prices 
fall and business suffers they be- 
came cautious. Other factors also 
influence them. But Mr. Snyder’s 
work indicates that bank policy does 
not merely follow the trend of prices 
and business but is a controlling fac- 
tor. 

Three Findings 

On the face of it, the results sug- 

gest three things: 


Level On Gold ‘Holders 


That world production goes on, re- 
gardless of monetary conditions, at a 
muchsteadier rate than has generally 
been realized: that there has been no 
general speeding up of world produc. ’ 
tion in recnt years, “over production” 
being thus merely a bogey; and, 
lastly, that curtailment in bank cre- 
dit has lain very ¢lose to the root of 
this and other business cycles, 

The comment of the Royal Bank 
economist on this last point is inter- 
esting. ‘It will be obvicus,” he 
says, “that for countries operating 
on a gold basis the responsibility of 
the price level lie) almost together 
with the central monetary authori- 
ties of the United States, Great Brit- 
ain and France, which hold about 
75 per cent, of the monetary gold 
stocks of the world, and influence 
the bulk of the liquid capital.” 

Those ten years of work by the 
statistical laboratory of the Federal 
“Reserve Bank would seem to have 
added a new page to the lore of econ- 
omics, The results confirm some of 
the general theories previously held; 
they may upset others They will be 
studied and taken to heart by the 
economists the world over. : 

Apparently, too, they should be 
styjdied and taken to heart by tne 
central banks of the great nations.

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NO. 6—ASTIGMATISM 


We now-come to a very common 
defect of the eye; one little under- 
stood by the public many of whom 
consider it a visible inflammatory con- 
dition or disease or that it is a 
temporary ailment, which is not so. 

The simplest explanation of Astig- 
matism would be to describe it as 


an eyeball in which one or both re- 
fractive surfaces (Lens and Cornea) 
are not symmetrically curved. Try 
and visualize a perfectly round ball 
of glass from which you cut a slice. 
Now the Gornea of the eye should be 
as equally’curved in all meridians as 
that slice of glass and when it is not, 
the condition is known as Astigma- 
tim.

It is also considered probable that 
many cases of Astigmatism have re- 
sulted from undue pressure on the 
eyeball ‘in infancy by the parent 
washing the child's eyes, also by the 
children rubbing their eyes in the 
hor:zontal direction in their “crying” 
years as it is usually in the hori- 
zontal direction that Astigmatism 
exists. An unsymmetrical (not uni- 
formly curved) Lens is usually due 
to the muscles’ forcing it to assume 
a shape which will, as near as pos- 
sible, offset or neutralize the mal- 
formed Cornea, in the interests of 
good vision. , 

We have seen that rays of light 
from any object, to be seen clearly 
and comfortably, must focus on the 
Retina and to do so ,must pass 
through symmetrically curved sur- 
faces which you see is impossible 
where Astigmatism exists because 
the focus is a blurred line instead of 
a sharp point. The poor vision which 
would result from Astigmatism of 
moderate amount is often overcome 
by the above action of the Lens. The 
third motor nerve sends power to the 
Ciliary muscle (which controls the 
action of the Lens) and the Lens is 
forced into an unnatural shape in 
the effort to obtain a clear brain 
image. But imagine, if you can, the 
excessive amount of nerve energy 
used up by such eyes for say sixteen 
hours daily year after year.

Would Catch Sea Serpent 


Decp-Sea Fisherman Submits Plan Te 
Victoria People 

George P. Wilson, experienced 
deep-sea fisherman of San Diego, 
Calif, has proposed a method of 
catching cadborosaurus, hero of 
many Victoria sea serpent stories. 

Wilson advises use of raw meat 
or a large fish as bait. He suggests

Lesson: Matthew 5:1-48. 
Devotional Reading: Psalm 15. 


Explanations and Comments 


Receipts for Bless-dness, verses 
8-10.  “Blessed”—with this word 
Jesus begins each of the “Beatitudes,” 
as we Call these verses, from Beati, 
Blessed, the word with which they 
begin in the Latin version. Blessed 
means something more than: happy; 
it implies a deeper, holier joy. Hap- 
piness may seem to depend upon cir- 
cumstances, upon what one has or 
does: blessedness always depends 
upon relationship to God, upon what 
one is.

Trial Shipments Produced Greater
